GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

The  personal  health  services  are  provided  by  various  bodies,  by  far  the 
greater  part  being  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  Devon 
County  Council  and  the  Local  Executive  Council. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  has  a  laboratory  in  Plymouth  for 
the  investigation  of  communicable  diseases  and  the  examination  of  milk,  water, 
ice-cream,  foodstuffs,  etc. 

The  Devon  County  Health  Handbook  gives  details  of  the  health  and  allied 
social  services  in  the  County  of  Devon.  Much  of  its  information  refers  to  the 
County  as  a  whole,  but  there  are  details  of  the  various  services  provided  in 
this  district.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


This  is  maintained  by  the  South  Devon  Water  Board  and  the  quantity  and 
quality  are  both  satisfactory. 

SEWERAGE 


Numerous  small  outfalls  discharge  into  the  harbour  and  are  periodically 
inspected  and  cleaned  as  is  found  necessary.  Details  of  the  major  outfall 
scheme  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry,  an  enquiry  has  been  held  and 
preliminary  approval  of  the  scheme  granted.  Pinal  details  are  now  being 
prepared  and  it  is  hoped  the  scheme  will  commence  late  1964*  Conditions 
along  the  foreshore  and  in  the  Harbour,  whilst  having  been  slightly  improved, 
are  still  most  unsatisfactory  and  considerable  improvement  is  urgently  needed. 

^  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  parts  of  the  district,  more  frequent 
collection  being  given  to  hotels  and  catering  premises,  and  disposed  of  by  means 
of  controlled  tipping  at  Batson  Creek.
